Mr, L. R. Andrews was for plain- 
tiffs and Mr. C. G. Alabaater, K.C., 
for the defendants, 

Mr, Andrews said that the dis- 
pute arose out of the sale and:pur- 
chase of 76 tons of antimony ore 
from the defendants to the —plain- 
tiffs, The contract under which it 
was: sold contained'a clause by 


_| which any dispute arising out of the 


contract should be referred to ar- 
bitration in London. A dispute 
arose between the parties having 
as its origin the re-selling of the 
goods by- the plaintiffs to Mesars. 
Hallet and Son, of London. . 
Arbitrator’s Award. 
The sub-purchasers of the plain- 
tiffs rejected the antimony on the 
ground that it was not up to quality. 
Plaintiffs then got {nto touch with 
the defendants and told them there 
had been a dispute. After an in- 
terchange of cables, the defendants, 
continued Mr. Andrews, requested 


the plaintiffs to arbitrate between 


themselves. and: Hallet and Son, 
their Sub-purchasers.. ° 
This arbitration took place and 
Hallet and Son were awarded the 
to pay 
$187 and costs; Plaintiffs in turn 
asked the present defendants to re- 
imburse them as they (defendants) 
had (according to the view of the 
plaintiffs) asked for arbitration and 
implied therefore that they would 
be willing to abide by the decision:

feeling that the country haa never 
_ been so urgently in need of peace as

eigners ore suffering irreparable 


losses. in trade such losses are. in-, 


aignificant compared to those of the 
«Chinese. Probably In the history 
of China there has nover been such 
poverty amongst the Chinese. The 
cost of ving has trebled since'1911 
and business may be anid to be at 
a complete standstill in practically 
every commercial centre in Chins, 
Two significant results have shown 
themselves since this condition com- 
menced, the. most important of 
which ‘has been the number of fail- 
ures in Chinese financial and com- 
mercia! circles, and, secondly, the 
samazing dislocation of railways and 
‘other communications, ~ : 
The outery against increased 
taxcs may.or may not be justified 
but ‘certainly little. notiee would 
have been taken of them if the rail- 
- ways had-been allowed to operat: 
, and trade,continues. As it is, trade 
has been crippled and at the same 
time taxes have been imposed which 
cannot possibly be paid by the mer- 
chant or trader who {a running his 
business at ao Joss even without such 
taxes, The man in the street can- 
not help wondering if those. in au- 
thority. really know the true posi- 
tion. Are the authorities told the 
druth? If they are, then,. it ia sur- 
prising that greater efforts towards 
Peace are not being made. From 
what one can gather the meetings 
that are taking place at present in 
the Capital cannot possibly result in 
anything Iixe peace proposals. 
In the first place, Peking is the very 
last place ‘where such. negotiations 
showld be carried on, The politi- 
eal atmosphere is so charged with 
pitfalls that it is doubtful whether 
a single one of the Delegates would 
feel inclined to make an honest ex- 
presaion of opinion on behalf of his 
Chief, The prevailing hot weather 
suggests a solution to. this problem. 
Wel-liai-wei is one of the most’ de- 
lightful seaside resorts in China 
and would be an [deal place to'con- 
_ duet negotiations and presumably 
the British:Government would raise 
no objections to such a'course, If 
Taljyuanfu, Mukden, Shanghal and 
Hankow were.to send Delegates to 
Wel-hai-wef with full plenary pow- 
ers it is conceivable that some work.

Wade, chief pathologist of the 
Cullon leper golony, and Dr. J. N. 
Rodriguez, . recently ‘acting chief 
physician there, have definitely es- 
tablished that leproay Is infectious, 
and have exploded the theory ‘once 
genorally held that the disease was 
hereditary, os 

Children born of leprous parents 
but not infected in infancy, if re- 
moved from the leprous environ- 
ment, are free of the disease, it {s 
now definitely. learned. 1. 

Results of the Culion eesearches 
‘are embodied in o pamphlet just 
fasued by Drs, Wade and Rodriguez; 
which contains many important 
contributions to medical science. 

“It ig now recognised,” say the 
authors, “that the maintenance’ of 
leprosy. ina family is not due to 
heredity, or even to congenial in- 
fection, but to infection after birth 
favoured by the close assocfation 
.of family life. 

“jt should ‘be borne in mind 
that? First, the disease is not 
highly contagious, particularly in 
healthy people who lead hygienic 
lives, and even in more primitive 
peoples among whom it has long 
existed. Second, what fs usually 
though incorrectly called the in- 
cubation period is very variable 
and usually long. Apparently au- 
thentic instances of 10 to 20 years 
and longer are on record. Perhaps 
it is three or five years on an aver- 
age, with, however, wide variation. 
A person may easily forget con- 
tact with o leper or other exposure 
happening several years before. 
On the other hand, he may have 
been entirely ignorant of such con- 
tact or exposure, . 

“Children and young people are 
comparatively prone to acquire the 
disease, particularly those between 
10 and 20 yenrs... Among adults, 
males are for some unknown rea- 
son generally more prone to in- 
fection than females; in the Philip- 
pines, as in many other ‘places, th 
proportion is two to one.” .* 
The Philippine health service 
will soon inaugurate a new syatem 
In the antileprosy 
according to Dr. Jacobo Fajardo, 
director of health. Until recently, 
he aays, compulsory segregation of 
bactericlogically positive cases was 
the only available anti-leprosy 
measure, Now, special emphasis 
can be laid on treatment and, with 
education of the people concerning 
its value, on the attraction of 
patients while yet favourable for 


and regularly taken, it may be ex- 
pected at least to prevent further 
development of the disease, and 
usually to effect cure. %
